Fate and Daſtiny: if Plato, to (ons 
petty god: and amongeſt them all, 
there had not bengone woꝛd of the 
truth of God. 

But the holy Ghol attributeth 
the courſe of gouerning all theſe 
things to God alone, who pꝛepa⸗ 
red them all foz Ionah his god: fo: 
by theſe meanes , Ionah that was 
wind2ing,was ſet in the right way, 
as if vou will reade the chapter, you 
may \ moꝛe fully of that which J 
haue already wꝛitten. J may ſafely 
conclude, that both all the creatures 
—— the gift of choice , and 

that haue it , are gouerncd 

andruied by God; byhis mot high 
and mighty pꝛouiden ee. 

©"Df the Angels, which J' plc

To this Argument dꝛalune 
fcom the nature of God, J anſwere, 
that their firſt pꝛopoſition is falle, 
which is, that God cannot gonerne 
all things generally and particulars 
ip. without excied ing toils, and grief 
of minde : but fo2 that J will not 
onelp deny it as falſe, but ſhew the 
xraſons that moue me fo to doe, vou 

muſt know that there are diuerſe 
kindes of actions, ſome are natural, 
ſome axe violent, otherſome meane: 
that is, neyther altogether natur alt, 
no: altogether violent: naturall as 
tions are they that doe flow from 
the pzinciples of. Nature it ſelſe, 
without any helpe elſe-where : fuch 
are the round motions of the Bea⸗ 
tens, the flowing and ebbing ol the 
Sea, that light things doe of their 
naturall lightneſſe mount vpward, 
beauy things aldownward, that we 
done without any laboꝛ: bitauſe Vo 
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moueof themſelues without anp o⸗ 
ther helpe. Other actions there are, 
which are done by foꝛte, and thertoꝛe 
are called violẽt, as by foꝛce to make 
à ſtone mount vpward, whoſe na- 
ture is to fall dotone ward. And ſuch 
long lack (as Ariſtotle teacheth) be- 
cauſe they are done with fozce: theta 
is another ſozt of actions which.

ſity and difference in the gouerne-
